1) The Department of Environmental Quality (Department) is inviting public comment on
the submission of revised Missoula City-County Health rules related to the previously
submitted Missoula County PM10 Redesignation Request and Limited Maintenance Plan
into the Montana State Implementation Plan (SIP).

The Department proposes to submit Missoula City-County Health Department’s revised
Chapter 4 rule to supersede Chapter 4 from the August 1, 2016 SIP submittal. The
Department is submitting the revised rules to provide clarity to the previous submittal. The
proposed revision does not alter the original intent or substance of the rule.

The Missoula City-County Air Pollution Control Board approved this action at its meeting
on September 21, 2017.

If the Department receives a
request for public hearing, a public hearing on this matter will be scheduled and the time for
that hearing will be announced. Additionally, another 30-day time period for submitting
comment will begin.
